This is in response to your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request dated June 3, 
2019, and received in this Office on June 13, 2019', in which you requested, “all completed 
copies of OGE Form 202: Notice of Conflict of Interest Referral that were turned into the Office 
of Government Ethics (OGE) from January 20, 2017 to January 20, 2018.” 

I have determined the attached record is responsive to your request. We made redactions 
to the document pursuant to FOIA Exemption 7(C) (5 U.S.C. § 552(b)(7)(C), which protects 
from disclosure “information compiled for law enforcement purposes.” Therefore, the 
disposition is a “partial grant.” 

If you are not satisfied with the response to your request, you may file an administrative 
appeal. If you decide to do so, your appeal must be received within 90 days of the date of this 
letter. It should be addressed to the Chairman, United States International Trade Commission, 500 
E Street, S. W., Washington, D.C. 20436, and clearly indicate both on the envelope and in the letter 
that it is a “Freedom of Information Act Appeal.” It should clearly state the grounds upon which 
you believe this denial of access to be in error. For further information on appeal procedures, see 
19CFR 201.18, attached. 

The Office of Government Information Services (OGIS) offers mediation services to 
resolve disputes between FOIA requesters and Federal agencies as a non-exclusive alternative to 
litigation.
